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RESULTS OF THE 2014 TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
March 11, 2014 


The Annual Meeting of the voters of the Town of Bath was held March 11, 2014 at the 
Bath Village School Cafetorium. Moderator Thomas Rappa, Jr. called the meeting to order at 
7:00 PM. The Pledge of Allegiance was given. 


Gary Gagnon was presented The Fireman of the Year award by Bath Fire Chief William 
Minot. He was recognized for his many accomplishments. He is a Lieutenant in the Bath 
Fire Department, the Bath Forest Fire Warden, a New Hampshire Special Deputy Forest 
Fire Warden, a Paramedic, a member of the Bath Fire Department Ice Rescue Team, and 
has been a part of many forest fire teams that have responded to forest fires across the 
United States and Canada. 


Linda Lauer, representing the Friends of Bath, honored Beverly Woods-Wilson with an 
award for service to her town and community. Bev served as the Town Clerk/Tax 
Collector for thirty-four years and as Deputy Town Clerk/Tax Collector for three years. 
She has held offices in the Pine Grove Grange, the Rebecca Lodge, the Friends of Bath, 
and has been a long time member of the Bath Congregational Church and Women’s 
Fellowship. Bev always has a smile and a cherry “Hello Sunshine” for us all. A plaque 
will be presented to her at a later date as she was unable to attend town meeting (a first 
for her) because of illness. 


The Moderator explained the procedures that would be followed throughout the meeting. 
He also suggested that voters make their motions on the Articles, dispense with the 
seconding of motions, have their discussions, and vote on the motions. A voice vote was 
taken on his suggestion and the ayes prevailed. Robert Cope made the motion to waive 
the reading of the entire warrant at this time and read the warrant, Article by Article, as 
each Article is addressed. A voice vote was taken and the ayes prevailed. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator for two years, a Town Clerk-Tax Collector for one 
year, a Treasurer for one year, one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of the Trust 
Funds for three years, two Library Trustees for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner 
for three years, one Auditor for one year, one Supervisor of the Checklist for six years 
and other necessary officers for the ensuing year. 


MODERATOR for TWO YEARS: Susan Rowley nominated Thomas Rappa, Jr. Rick 
Walling made a motion that the nominations close and the Clerk cast one ballot for 
Thomas Rappa, Jr. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. The Town Clerk 
administered the Oath of Office. 


TOWN CLERK-TAX COLLECTOR for ONE YEAR: Linda Lauer nominated 
Patricia Woods. Colleen Strout made a motion that the nominations close and the 
Moderator cast one ballot for Patricia Woods. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 
The Moderator administered the Oath of Office. 


TREASURER for ONE YEAR: Rick Walling nominated Alden Minot. Rick Walling 
made a motion that the nominations close and the Clerk cast one ballot for Alden Minot. 
A voice vote was taken, motion carried. The Moderator administered the Oath of Office. 
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SELECTMAN for THREE YEARS: Alan Rutherford nominated Charles Maccini. 
Rick Walling made the motion that the nominations close and the Clerk cast one ballot 
for Charles Maccini. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. The Moderator 
administered the Oath of Office. 


TRUSTEE OF THE TRUST FUNDS for THREE YEARS: Alan Rutherford 
nominated Louise Roy. Rick Walling made the motion that the nominations close and 
the Clerk cast one ballot for Louise Roy. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. The 
Moderator administered the Oath of Office. 


TWO LIBRARY TRUSTEES for THREE YEARS: Peter Slattery nominated Macaire 
Stein for one position. Macaire Stein nominated Amy Gall for the second position. Rick 
Walling made the motion that the nominations close and the Clerk cast one ballot for 
Macaire Stein for one position and one ballot for Amy Gall for the second position. A 
voice vote was taken, motion carried. The Moderator administered the Oath of Office to 
each Trustee. 


CEMETERY COMMISSIONER for THREE YEARS: Sandy Peters nominated Dale 
Fullerton. As he was not present, the Selectmen were asked if he would take the position. 
They said he had notified them that he would. Rick Walling made the motion that the 
nominations close and the Clerk cast one ballot for Dale Fullerton. A voice vote was 
taken, motion carried. The Oath of Office will be administered at a later date. 


AUDITOR for ONE YEAR: Alan Rutherford nominated Roger Fournier. As he was 
not present, the Selectmen were asked if he would take the position. They said he had 
notified them that he would. Rick Walling made the motion that the nominations close 
and the Clerk cast one ballot for Roger Fournier. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 
The Oath of Office will be administered at a later date. 


SUPERVISOR of the CHECKLIST for SIX YEARS: Catherine Armstrong nominated 
Joyce Roy. Rick Walling made the motion that the nominations close and the Clerk cast 
one ballot for Joyce Roy. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. The Moderator 
administered the Oath of Office. 


ARTICLE 2. To hear reports of officers and agents heretofore chosen and to pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Nancy Lusby made the motion to accept the reports of officers and agents heretofore 
chosen and to pass any vote relating thereto as written, in the Town Report. There was 
no discussion. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,103,322 which represents the Operating Budget. Said sum does not include special or 
individual articles addressed. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made the motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,103,322 which 
represents the Operating Budget. Said sum does not include special or individual articles 
addressed. There was no discussion. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 
for the Capital Reserve Fund for the acquisition of new Road Maintenance Equipment as 
authorized in Chapter 35 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Robert Cope made the motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the acquisition of new Road Maintenance Equipment as authorized in 
Chapter 35 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated. There was no discussion. 
A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the future revaluation of the Town. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the future revaluation of the Town. Velma Ide asked the Selectmen for 
a cost estimate of the revaluation and was told it would be about $40,000 at this time. A 
voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the future purchase of the Fire Department vehicles. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made the motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the future purchase of Fire Department vehicles. Fire Chief, William 
Minot made the motion to amend the Article to increase the amount by $5,000 for a total 
of $10,000 for the Capital Reserve Fund for the future purchase of Fire Department 
vehicles. There was a voice vote taken to amend the Article. The ayes prevailed, motion 
amended. There was no further discussion. A voice vote was taken to approve the 
amended Article, motion approved. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 
for the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of land and/or buildings for the Highway 
Department. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made the motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for the purchase of land and/or buildings for the Highway Department. 
Jackie Hamel wanted to know what properties the Selectmen were looking at for this 
purpose and the balance of the fund at this point. The Selectmen said they have no 
specific place in mind at this time and that there is a balance of $40,074.00 in the fund. 
There was no further discussion. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for 
the Capital Reserve Fund for Library Information and Technology. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for the Capital 
Reserve Fund for Library Information and Technology. David Ricky asked what the 
Library expected to purchase for $500.00. Bernie Prochnik explained that at this time 
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they are accumulating funds for the purchase of new technology when needed. A voice 
vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 
for the previously established Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Road Repairs. 
This sum to be taken from the fund balance. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 for the 
previously established Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Road Repairs. This sum 
is to be taken from the fund balance. There was no discussion. A voice vote was taken, 
motion carried. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum not to 
exceed $168,208 for a new Highway Department Truck and to authorize the withdrawal 
of $68,208 from the Capital Reserve Fund for the acquisition of new road maintenance 
equipment and further to take the sum of $100,000 from the fund balance. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Rick Walling made the motion to raise and appropriate the sum not to exceed $168,208 
for a new Highway Department Truck and to authorize the withdrawal of $68,208 from 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the acquisition of new road maintenance equipment and 
further to take the sum of $100,000 from the fund balance. Everett Rust wanted to know 
what the Town is purchasing for a Highway Truck. Alan Rutherford said they are 
looking at a Mack and a Western Star. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Large Wind Energy System 
Ordinance, in its entirety, as an amendment to the Bath Town Zoning Ordinance. 


Dianne Rappa, Planning Board Chairman made the motion to accept the Large Wind 
Energy System Ordinance, in its entirety, as an amendment to the Bath Town Zoning 
Ordinance. She stated that last year some brought their concerns about Large Wind 
Energy Systems to the Planning Board. The Planning Board spent many hours studying 
this issue during the year. They based much of this ordinance on the one drafted by the 
Town of Temple, NH. They submitted it to the North Country Council and the NH 
Municipal Association for their review. A public hearing was held in January and a copy 
of the ordinance was placed on the Town’s Website. If approved, it would become part 
of the Bath Zoning Ordinance. Lois Lema asked where these Wind Towers could be 
located in Bath. Aaron Solnit felt this ordinance was basically preventing the construction 
of large scale wind towers in Bath. Alden Minot stated that he felt the Town should take 
more time and research and discuss this further. Velma Ide stated that the Planning Board 
has looked at this thoroughly and felt if errors were made they could be amended in 
future years. Tom Rappa called for a voice vote. The ayes prevailed, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to extend the Moratorium for the Ground 
Mounted Solar Arrays in residential areas for a period of one year. 


Dianne Rappa made the motion to extend the Moratorium for the Ground Mounted Solar 
Arrays in residential areas for a period of one year. She indicated that the Planning 


Board had originally planned to have an ordinance ready for this year’s Town Report, but 
they had simply run out of time to do so. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select Board to enact the 
following resolution to protect citizen health, safety, and quality of life; water resources 
and environmental quality; and local, regional and state economies with respect to the 
transport of crude oil through New Hampshire (by Petition). 


Whereas, 18” and 24” pipelines were constructed across northern New Hampshire in 
1950 and 1985, respectively, to transport imported light crude oil from Portland, Maine, 
to Montreal, Quebec: and 


Whereas, present market conditions have substantially reduced demand for transporting 
imported light crude oil inland from the Atlantic coast; and 


Whereas, abundant production of heavy crude and tar sands oil in western North 
America has created a market for transportation of these oils to Atlantic ports; and 


Whereas, these market conditions suggest that reversing the direction of flow on the 
above mentioned pipelines could become economically profitable for corporations in the 
foreseeable future; and 


Whereas, spills of diluted tar sands oil create more costly and difficult clean-up 
challenges than conventional oil spills, including public health risks from toxic fumes and 
long-term water and riverbed contamination from sunken oil; and 


Whereas, a significant spill of any petroleum product along the pipeline Right-of-Way in 
New Hampshire would have a devastating effect on the economy and environment, 
including property values, business, tourism, recreation, hunting and fishing; and 


Whereas, pipeline age and the hydraulic stresses resulting from reversal of flow can 
contribute to the likelihood of a spill; and 


Whereas, existing technologies and practices for inspecting pipeline integrity have failed 
to prevent catastrophic pipeline failures; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. That the Town expresses its opposition to the transport of tar sands oil through 
New Hampshire, and its deep concern about the economic, environmental, and 
public health risks of such transport; and 

2. That the Town strongly encourages the New Hampshire General Court and the 
U.S Congress to take all reasonable steps to ensure that any proposed flow 
reversal of the Portland-Montreal pipeline receives thorough review at both the 
state and federal levels of economic, environmental, and public health and safety 
impacts, including the impact of spills; and 

3. That the Town transmit a copy of this resolution to all relevant state, federal and 
other pertinent entities. 


Tom Rappa read the beginning part of the Article dispensing with the reading of the 
Whereas’s. Aaron Solnit asked if there was a pipeline in Bath. Karen Fesler stated that 
we do have a couple in New Hampshire. The Portland-Montreal Pipeline extends 
through a portion of northern Vermont before crossing the Connecticut River just south 
of Lancaster, then passing through Jefferson, Randolph, Gorham and Shelburne. This 
Article is on 50 Town Warrants in the State, and is basically a resolution whereby the 
Town expresses its opposition to the transport of tar sands oil through New Hampshire 
and encourages the New Hampshire General Court and the U.S. Congress to take all 
reasonable steps to ensure that any proposed flow reversal of the Portland-Montreal 
pipeline receives thorough review at both the State and Federal levels of economic, 
environmental, and public health and safety impacts, including the impact of spills. Rick 
Walling made a motion to instruct the Select Board to enact the resolution in its entirety 
as it is written in Article 13. Russ Armstrong stated that he felt there were inaccuracies in 
the Article. A voice vote was taken, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 14. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


Moderator, Tom Rappa thanked all those who helped with the Special Election for 
Executive Council, and thanked Sarah Ricky and Becky Baldwin for providing the meals 
for those that worked at the polls. 


Bernie Prochnik announced that she is the chairman and Scott Solinsky is vice chairman 
of the committee for the 250" celebration of the Town of Bath which will be in 2015. 
Their first meeting will be March 26" in the 4-H room at 6:30 PM. All are welcomed 
and encouraged to bring their ideas. 


Janet Surette Mills encouraged all to attend the School Meeting Thursday night March 
13th. 


William Minot reminded all residents to check the batteries in their smoke detectors as 
well as the vents of their dryers and pellet stoves. 


Velma Ide said the Historical Society will now meet at their newly acquired house at a 
new time, 1:30 PM. 


Rick Walling made a motion to adjourn the meeting. A voice vote was taken, motion 
carried. The Meeting adjourned at 8:10 pm.

RESULTS OF THE 2014 SPECIAL TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
TOWN OF BATH 
October 28, 2014 


A Special Town Meeting was held on October 28, 2014 at the Bath Village School 
Cafetorium. Moderator Thomas Rappa called the meeting to order at 7:00 PM. The Pledge of 
Allegiance was given. He read the following Special Warrant Article that was to be 
considered. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two 
hundred thousand dollars $200,000 for the purchase of a parcel of land and buildings 
located at 637 Rum Hill Road (Route 302/10) in the Town of Bath to be used by the 
Town’s Highway Department; the sum of $40,000 to come from the “Capital Reserve 
Fund for the Purchase of Land and/or Buildings for the Highway Department” 
established for this purpose and to authorize the issuance of not more than $160,000.00 of 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33); 
to authorize the municipal officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon; and also to authorize the Town’s Selectmen to take 
all actions as are necessary and proper to acquire the parcel. The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation. This vote shall require the support of 2/3 of the ballots cast to pass. 


Robert Harris made a motion to accept the Article as read. Charlie Green seconded the 
motion. The Moderator announced to the voters that the vote would be by paper ballot, 
that the polls would be open for 1 hour, and that for the Article to pass, a 2/3 majority of 
the votes cast must be yes. 


The Moderator asked if there was any discussion on the above Article. Charlie Green 
asked the Selectboard to explain why they support this action. Selectboard member 
Charles Maccini explained that the Town has spent the last 3 years researching for a 
property on which to locate a new Town Garage, salt shed, gravel and sand storage. The 
present salt storage shed is much to close to the river and in poor condition. It will need 
to be replaced soon in a different location. The Board was hoping to find a site closer to 
West Bath. The reclamation of the current gravel pit on the proposed site will not have to 
be done if the Town purchases the property; otherwise the Town will have to pay for the 
reclamation of the pit. The Board is looking into the possibility of selling the modular 
house on the property, and using the existing foundation with some modification for salt 
storage. Wini Matteson asked if the property had been appraised. Alan Rutherford stated 
that it had not been appraised but that the assessed value was $258,500.00. Robert Harris 
asked if any research had been done concerning the market value of the house if it was to 
be moved. ‘Alan Rutherford answered that they had no information on the matter at the 
time. Tim Donelon asked if there were any wetlands on the site. Charles Maccini replied 
that there were no wetlands on the property. William Matteson and Charles Nelson were 
concerned about the closeness of the proposed salt shed to the river. Alan Rutherford 
stated that the distance from the salt shed to the river is more than the 300 foot 
requirement and the salt will be in a contained site. There will be no leaching. Mary 
Stapleton asked if taxes would increase if this property is purchased. Alan Rutherford 
replied the Town has no debt at this time, and that the annual payment would be 
approximately $20,000.00 a year for 10 years. If this Article passes, it would have no 
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effect on this year’s tax bills. Dianne Rappa questioned why the Town is not including 
proposed funds for the construction of a new Town Garage in this Article now. Charles 
Maccini stated that this property would house salt, sand, and gravel storage as well as a 
new Town Garage in the future. The existing driveway has good access onto Route 302 
and finance rates are low at this time. 


William Minot spoke for the proposal. He stated that there is limited land available for 
sale along Route 302 that is level and not floodplain. He felt the proposal was sensible 
and that the site would be centrally located and out of the Village District. He noted that 
today everything is delivered by tractor trailers and this site could accommodate them. 
He felt the present Town Garage site could be used as a parking lot for the village. 
Numerous voters expressed their opinions on the availability of another site on Riverbend 
Road. The Selectboard responded that the Town would be unable to locate there because 
the site was located on a private road. Also, the existing buildings were of no use to the 
Town. Randall Burt believes that the useable gravel on the Riverbend Road site would 
pay for the lot in only a few years. Robert Harris made a motion to call the question. 
Charlie Green seconded the motion. Moderator Thomas Rappa reminded the voters that 
a “yes” vote would be a vote for the passage of the Article. Yes/No ballots were passed 
out to the voters at 7:28 PM. At 8:28 PM the ballot box was turned. Ballots were 
counted. A total of 51 votes were cast, 31, “yes” and 20 “no” votes. Article 1 failed to 
receive the required 34 “yes” votes to pass. Article defeated. 


ARTICLE 2. To transact any other business that may legally come before the Meeting. 
There was no other business discussed. 


The Meeting adjourned at 8:35 PM.

ARTICLE 2. To hear reports of officers and agents heretofore chosen and to pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum not to 
exceed $196,605 for a Fire Department Tank Truck and to authorize the withdrawal of 
$26,605 from the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of Fire Department vehicles and 
further to authorize the issuance of the sum of not more than $170,000 of bonds or notes 
in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
determine the rate of interest thereon. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. This 
vote shall require the support of 2/3 of the ballots cast to pass. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200,000 
for the purchase of a parcel of land and buildings located at 637 Rum Hill Road (Route 
302/10) in the Town of Bath to be used by the Town’s Highway Department; the sum of 
$40,000 to come from the Capital Reserve Fund for the Purchase of Land and/or 
Buildings for the Highway Department established for this purpose and to authorize the 
issuance of not more than $160,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33); to authorize the municipal officials to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; and also to 
authorize the Town’s Selectmen to take all actions as are necessary and proper to acquire 
the parcel. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. This vote shall require the 
support of 2/3 of the ballots cast to pass. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,195,038 which represents the operating budget. Said sum does not include special or 
individual articles addressed. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 
for the Capital Reserve Fund for the acquisition of new road maintenance equipment as 
authorized in Chapter 35 of the New Hampshire Revised Statues Annotated. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the future revaluation of the Town. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 
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ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
the Capital Reserve Fund for the future purchase of Fire Department vehicles. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 
for the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of land and/or buildings for the Highway 
Department. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 
for the Capital Reserve Fund for Library Information and Technology. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 
for the Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of road repairs. The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 
for the Town’s 250" Celebration. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.

The Bath Public Library has enjoyed another busy year of programs and patronage. 
Borrowers and visitors enjoyed a wide array of services and programs for both adults and 
children. Throughout the year the Library provided 259 events with 2,024 patrons 
attending. 


The Library’s internet access and computer usage statistics continued to grow. Our free 
Wi-Fi is popular and the range is strong enough to facilitate use outside the Library, 
thereby available 24 hours a day. Over 3,140 people took advantage of this service. 


The Bath Book Club met at the Library 10 times during the year with 48 participants. 
We read and discussed selected novels, memoirs and biographies through the READS- 
TO-GO Book Bag Program. 


This year the Library saw enormous increases in the usage of our online resources with 
downloadable e-books increasing by over 348% and audiobooks by 41%. This download 
service is available for download at http://nh.lib.overdrive.com. The Library also offers 
Ancestry.com library edition, which initiated 699 searches. All of these services are free 
to all patrons of the Library.

The Library hosted two adult programs, by grants received from the New Hampshire 
Humanities Council: “Old Time Rules Will Prevail: The Fiddle Contest in New 
Hampshire & New England and New Hampshire’s One Room Rural School: The 
Romance and Reality”. All were a great success and very well attended. 


We delivered 72 children’s programs throughout the year consisting of story hours, 
Minecraft Club, outreach programs and a summer reading program, with a total 
attendance of 859 children. 


The Summer Reading Program theme for this year was “Fizz, Boom, Read!”. The 
program ran for six weeks with 406 attendees and 1,250 hours of reading accomplished 
by the children who participated. The Summer Reading Program kicked off with Scott 
Jameson, magician and juggler. Funding for this event was provided by the Jack and 
Dorothy Bryne Foundation, CHILIS, Cogswell Benevolent Trust, and was supported in 
part by a grant from the NH State Council on the Arts and the National Endowment for 
the Arts as well as funds administered by the NH State Library and provided by the 
Institute of Museum and Library Services. A well-attended event during the six weeks 
was our second “Big Truck Day and Ice Cream Social”. All had a lot of fun. The biggest 
hit of all was the Science Fair, both children and adults found the fair to be educational, 
informative and entertaining. 


We still offer many of the favorite services we always have including a continuing fine 
selection of books, periodicals, audiobooks, and DVDs in the Library. We still have 
delivery once a week of Inter Library Loan materials. 


The Library wishes to thank our volunteers who worked on projects over the past six 
months, your time and work was so much appreciated. 


Donations to the Library always play a large part in updating our collections and 
programs. The Library and the Bath community continue to benefit from the generosity 
of monies and materials provided by so many. Special thanks go out to Jerry Jam and the 
Ash Farm for their continued support and to all those who personally made donations. 


The Bath Public Library has become an essential part of the community for education and 
enjoyment. It has been our pleasure to serve you, your friends, families and neighbors in 
2014. Please visit us often in 2015!

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POLICE REPORT 


I would like to thank the Town’s people for the support that the Police Department has 
received again this year. The past year has been challenging. There were a total of 843 
calls for service in the Town of Bath in 2014. These calls were handled by the Bath 
Police Department and members of the New Hampshire State Police. A call for service is 
anything that would require Police Response. These calls range from a dog running at 
large complaint, to a Motor Vehicle Accident, Medical Emergency, Theft Report, Assault 
or Sexual Assault Report. 


The report of Property Crimes seemed to have decreased. I would like to think this may 
be due to the increase in Police visibility and the increased awareness of our Town’s 
people reporting suspicious activity. 


The increase in the use of Heroin has also made its way into the Town of Bath. As you 
know this has become a statewide problem and we are not immune to this problem. 


I have initiated monthly information sharing meetings with the Haverhill, Lisbon and 
Littleton Police Departments. The information shared at these meetings helped lead to the 
arrest of a Major Heroin Dealer by the Littleton Police Department. This subject was 
reported to have been a source of the Heroin supply in our Town and surrounding Towns. 


I have also initiated monthly safety meetings involving the Bath Fire Department and the 
Bath Elementary School. We are in the process of reviewing and updating the School 
Emergency Evacuation Plan and Safety Plan. 


My goal for 2015 is to increase the Police Patrol coverage in the Town of Bath. Other 
than myself, we have 4 Full Time Certified Officers who work for us on a Part-Time 
status. These Officers work as Full Time Officers in neighboring Towns. Due to their 
increased workload, scheduling and in one case a promotion the Officers have not been 
able to commit to working as much as I had hoped. To ease the problem, I am looking 
into putting on 2 Full-Time Certified Officers who will give me a larger pool to fill patrol 
shifts. Again, we are all Part-Time Employees and receive no Benefits from the Town 
which is a huge savings to the Town. The 2015 proposed Budget request will be slightly 
less than the 2014 funded Budget. 


Again, I would like to thank the Town’s people for the support that we have received. | 
would also like to thank the Bath Fire Department and the Bath Department of Public 
Works. If there are any questions or concerns that we can help you with, please feel free 
to contact us or stop in to speak with anyone of us at the Department. I am always 
interested in what the citizens feel the needs of the community may be.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


Most emergency management work consists of hazard mitigation, i.e., planning and 
implementing tactics that reduce or eliminate potential emergencies or ensure that, should 
an emergency occur, lives and property will be minimally impacted. In 2014, the Town’s 
Local Emergency Management Plan update was completed and approved. The update is 
a requirement of the federal government and, without it, FEMA funds would not be 
available to the Town should an emergency occur. More importantly, however, is the 
fact that the plan will help to guide emergency responses by first responders should an 
emergency occur within the Town. Special thanks go out to everyone who helped with 
the update. 


We would like to remind everyone that, in the event of an emergency that requires quick 
notification of town residents, Grafton County’s CodeRED high-speed telephone 
emergency notification services will be used. CodeRED will only work well with good 
telephone database information. If your phone number is not in the database, you will 
not be called in an emergency. Although most publicly available residential telephone 
information is pre-loaded in the database, it is essential that residents and businesses 
register their updated/correct information directly into the system. This is particularly 
important for those with unlisted numbers, and those utilizing cellular or “Voice Over 
Internet Protocol” technology in their homes or offices. To ensure that no one is omitted, 
we urge all individuals and businesses to log onto the Sheriff's Department website, 
www.graftoncountysheriffinet and follow the link to the "CodeRED Residential and 
Business Data Collection" page. Those without Internet access may register for Grafton 
County’s CodeRED system by writing to the Grafton County Sheriff's Department, 3785 
Dartmouth College Highway, Box 6, North Haverhill, NH 03774-4936. Required 
information includes first and last name, street address (physical address, no P.O. boxes), 
city, state, zip code, primary phone number, and additional phone numbers (if 
applicable). You may also contact the Emergency Management Director through the 
Town Office.

Week. 


Also this year we have done inspections for NH’s foster child program and some rental 
inspections. 


The reopening of the Village Covered Bridge has been a huge help in reducing our 
response times and our having to use mutual aid from neighboring Departments. 


Our Department website is up www.bathnhfiredepartment.com and we urge citizens to 
visit it. There is a lot of information and links to other agencies. For a fee citizens can 
also get fire permits online.

In generalized terms and in accordance with statutory provisions for distribution of 
Apportionment “A” funds, a disbursement is made of approximately $1,258.00 for each 
mile of Class IV and Class V highway inventoried by each municipality and 
approximately $11.00 for each person residing in a municipality based on the state 
planning estimate of population. Apportionment “B” is distributed this year to 20 small 
towns under a somewhat more complicated formula as specified in RSA 235:23, which 
recognizes the economics of maintaining their Class V highway mileage when considered 
in relationship to their equalized valuation tax base.

Road. (Main Street — Bath Village) We are excited with the prospect of having all our 
artifacts and information together at one location with the ability to showcase them to the 
public. The interest in, and support of our efforts is greatly appreciated. With the 
acquisition of our building we have seen an increase in membership from 14 to 48.

Hard copies of the updated Town of Bath Subdivision Regulations and Bath Town 
Zoning Ordinances are available at the Town Office as well as online at the www.bathnh 
website. CD’s and hard copies of the 2007 Master Plan are also available at the Town 
Office.

One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses are prorated among the school 
districts on the basis of equalized valuation. One-half is prorated on the basis of average 
daily membership in the schools for the previous school year ending June 30. In July and 
August of 2014 an Interim Superintendent and Business Administrator were hired to fill 
the newly vacant positions for the 2014-15 school year; the Superintendent will receive a 
salary of $85,000.00 and the Business Administrator will receive a salary of $68,333.00 
for the 2014-15 school year. There is no Assistant Superintendent position at SAU #23 at 
this time. The table below shows the pro-ration of the salaries.
